Three years be- 
fore the Corporation resolved to pre- 
eent the Iron Duke with a sword, and 
the ceremony took place on July 9, 
1814, under the most impressive cir- 


Admiral Nelson—not then raised to the 
Peerage—a Sword of Honor for his ser- 
vices at the mouths of the same great 
river. 5 
Generally highly distinguished mili- 
tary men are presented with swords as 
donating the arm of the Service to 
which they belong, and great naval 
commanders receive, like them, the 
Freedom of the City and the additional 
gift of a box enclosing it, this casket 


with gold fittings. Sometimes, how- 
ever, swords have been given to men 
who have won their renown upon the 
sea. 

The Corporation were never stinted 
in their admiration of the man who 
won Trafalgar. They gave him the 
Freedom of the City in a gold box in 
1797. There was more than a mere 
sense of fitness in his recognition of 
the favour. In the following year he 
| forwarded to them the sword of Blan- 
| quet, the only French Admiral who 
survived th edisastrous Battle of Ab- 
oukir Bay, with a letter, in these 
terms:

NELSON'S FRIEND. 


Nelson's intimate friend, who was 
with him at his death, Captain Hardy, 
was not forgotten by the Corporation, 
who, on January 380, 1806, bestowed up- 
on him the sword for his gallant be- 
haviour on board the flagship, the Vic- 
tory, on October 21, 1805. 

But Hardy is remembered better in 
connection with the death of hischief 
than for his own undoubted yalour. It 
was always, as Southey says, Lord 
Nelson's desire that the British fleet 
should be distinguished by humanity 
in the victory he expected at Trafal- 
gar. He set an example himself, giv- 
ing orders to cease 1icing upon the 
| French ship Redoubtable, believing as 
she did not return his fire, that she 
; had struck. It was upon this ship the 
man was standing who mortully 
wounded him. As Nelson fell he said, 
“They have done for me at last, Har- 
dy."’ “I hope not,” replied the young 
caplain. “Yes, my backbone 
through,” continued the Admiral, and 
he covered his face and breast with 
his handkerchief, sq that the crew 
would not see who was being carried 
| away. “You. can do nothing for me,” 
he said to the surgeon, and insisted 
that others of whom there was hope 
should be attended to, His last words 
were, “Thank God, I have done my 
duty.” 


WELLINGTON, 


Upon this roll the Duke of Welling- 

| ton early occupies w place. In 1812 he 
received a Sword of Honor, and the ac- 
tion of the Corporation was only ex- 
pressive of (he national enthusiasm, It 
was in 1808, upon being created Lieut. 
General, that Wellington was given 
the command of the army to be de~ 
spatched to the Peninsular. With 
some 13,000 men in all, he prepared to 
attack the I'rench, under Junot, who 
had with him 15,000 troops: Sir John 
Moore had likewise landed in Portugal 
with a view to effecting a junction 
with the Duke, then Sir Arthur —el- 
lesley, who before he could give bat- 
tle to Junot, was superseded in 
chief command by Sir Harry Burrard, 
This general was singularly mild and 
cautious, andit might easily bave been 
foreseen that the man who was known 
in India as an impetuous “Cornet of 
| Dragoons’ would not long act under 
Burrard deolined to attack 

Junot till Sir John. Moore arived great- 
ly against the wish of Wellesley. At 
Vimiera the Irench, as Wellesley had 
predicted, fell upon the BPnglish, but 
jwere gallantly repulsed, and would 
| certainly have been out off from Lis- 
| bon had it not been for the hesitating 
| tactics o Burrard. The Conven- 
ition of Cintra followed by which the 
|French agreed to evacuate Portugal, 
Junot and hia troops and baggage be- 
ing conveyed In English transports to 
the nearest French port.

Upon Baron Clyde, better known as | & 
Sir Colin Campbell, was conferred a 
similar honor, in 1858, ‘for his distin- 


guished service in India, particularly 
for his decisive operations at Luck- 
now.” “The Bayard of the Indian 
Army.” Sir James Outram, received, 
in the same year, the Wreedom of the 
City and a Sword of Honor, “in testi- 
mony of the signal services rendered 
by himin suppressing the mutiny and 
rebellion in the East Indies, and in ad- 
miration of his high personal and 
public character, exemplified through 
a long period of military service in the 
Fast, as a brave, skilful, and patrio- 
tic soldier.” 
MAGDALA. 

To Lord Napier or Magdala this 
civic reward of valour was offered for 
his rescue of a number of Europeans 
held prisoners by King Theodore. ‘The 
capture of Magdala was distinguished 
by a very spirited attack upon the 
fortress, the leading men of the 83rd 
scaling a rock and turning the defenc- 
es at one of the gates, thus allowing 
| the troops to enter. ‘The King, find- 
}ing all was lost, committed suicide. 

LATEST RECIPIENTS. 

But time would fail to tell of all 
those who subdued kings and wrought 
national righteousness. Besides, the 
Jater wearers—all but one—of the hon- 
orable trophies are still serving the 
nation. Lord Wolseley, who, in 1874, 
as Sir Garnet Wolseley commanded 
the expedition to the Gold Coast, ob- 
tained the prized distinction for 
“bringing about results conducive to 
peace, commerce, and civilization on 
the Continent of Africa.” Six years 
later Lord Roberts, at that time Ma-

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BEST ROTATION FOR A STOCK 
FARM. 

Nearly always in the run of a series 
of years the farmer meets with some 
difficulties in any system of rotation 
that he may adopt. ‘The section of 
country in which the farmer has his 
farm, the climate and the crops grown 
have much to do with the rotations 
/most advisable for him to follow. In 
|seotions where corn can be success- 
fully grown, cloyer will be equally suc 
cessful, and these two should always 
| be a part of the rotation, With these 
a third and even fourth crop may come 
in as the farmer desires. If clover, 
wheat and corn are used, a three-year 
rotation must be followed, allowing one 
| year toeach crop, ‘This is propably a8 
|short a rotation as can be successfully 
jused. If Timothy is sown with the 
vlover to occupy the land at the same 
time, the clover and Timothy may be 
allowed to ocoupy the land two years, 
but we doubt very much whether the 
|stock farmer will find Timothy a sat- 
isfactory feed for his growing stock. 
Clover hay is much the better for all 
growing atock, Where oats can be 
successfully grown the rotation can be 
lengthened one year by following corn 
with oats, following oats with wheat 
and sowing the clover in the spring 
after the wheat is sown. ‘This four- 
year rotation requires the plowing of 
the land twice, while the three-year 
rotation only requires the land to be 
turned once with the breaking plow- 
It should be rememberted that if Tim- 
othy is used in the rotation, it is @ 
surface feeder, as it were, a robber 
plant that may not return to the 
stock farmer a just compensation. 
When the farmer has thin land that 
he wishes to improve rye can be used 
instead of wheat with profit, starting 
the clover in the rye, and “hogging the 
rye,” instead of harvesting it. The 
next year the yolunteer rye and cloy~ 
er will give a wonderful amount of 
feed. This way the growth of two 
seasons is returned to the land. ‘The 


permanent pas- 
one- 
fourth of his cuitivated land. If his} 
land is rich, and gives 
crops a larger part than! 
one-fourth of his land will be found | 
profitable as permanent pasture. Pas- | 
tures properly managed give great re- 
turns for the labor expended and be- 
sides this, with a sufficient area of 
permanent pasture the stock need not) 
be pastured on grain-growing or cul- 
tivated land. ‘This will prevent the 
jury of these lands by tramping, and 
Save much expense in the way of fenc- 
ing. Another point is that the per- 
manent pasture gives the farmer an 
opportunity to keep the stock off the 
cultivated land during wet weather if 
it is his wish to use his farming land 
a part of the time for pasture. Tho 
stock farmer is determining a rotation 
The stock farmer in determining a ro- 
tation should grow such crops as he 
can best use as feed for his stock. If} 
corn is grown and fed no better hay | 
can be grown to balance the corn ra~- 
tion than clover. A corn ration can | 
never be balanced with Timothy, and) 
more than this, corn always does best | 
after clover. Do not grow oats sim- 
ply because they are a good feed. If 
they do not yield a profitable crop at 
market prices discard them, especially 
if they are an uncertain crop. Al-| 
ways in any rotation that may be used! 
aim to give each crop the best possible 
opportunity. For instance, in the 
three year rotation, corn does best af- 
ter clover and wheat can be more 
cheaply produced after the corn. ‘The 
chances for best results would be less- 
ened to grow two crops of corn after 
clover and for the clover to occupy the 
land two years after the sowing would 
be a disappointment. The point is, 
when each crop has had its best op- 
portunity, do not follow it by itself.

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LARGE STABLE DOORS BEST. 

Have the stable doors extra high and 
wide. Horses dislike to bow the head 
when going in at a door too low for 
them, and there is great danger of 
skittish horses striking the upper door 
facing with their heads. This makes 
them shy of low doors ever after. Woe 
have seen more than one horse with a 
skinned head or back, in consequence 
having to go in and out at a low door. 
The door should not be less than 61-2 
ft. high, and seven would be better, 
Where a tall man has to stoop, a horse 
sometimes strikes himself, especially if 
the stable is allowed to get very full 
of bedding. The door, itself, the 
shutter, need not be so tall. In fact, 
it is better to have it six inches or 50 
shorter than the hole, in order to give 
ventilation and plenty of fresh air in 
summer, 

And the width of the stable door is 
important, too. Narrow doors are dan- 
gerous to the safety of a young or shy 
horse. Hips have been dislocated by 
the horse going out with a rush, and 
striking the door facing. A horse once 
hurt in this way isever after shy of a 
narrow door, Three feet 1s not wide 


enough fora stable door. None should 
be less than four feet wide, and six 
and a half or seven feet high. Besides, 
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large doors are convenient to those 
who have to work about stables.|!y answered 
They are better when removing the 


bedding, or putting in new bedding. 
They afford more yentilation in sum- 
mer, and they are safer to the man 
who handles the horses. And after 
having the stable doors made large, 
take care, always, that there is no pro- 
jecting nails or pieces of timber in the 
facings, where a horse in passing could 
strike them and cut and scar its sides. |

Gold Mining In Frontenac. 


There are now 99 men working at the 
gold mine in Clarendon, the northern- 
most township of Irontenac. Seventy 
are working at the gold vein and others 
are putting up mills and roasters, 
There are night and day gangs, and 
plenty of gold ore is being mined, 
They expect to have the mills for the 
free-milling process ready in three or 
four weeks. ‘The mine is owned by a 
company with Mr. Boerth, a wealthy 
resident of Detroit, at its head, and is 
about 19 miles from the Kingston and 
Pembroke track. A short distance 
from the Boerth mine is a mine worked 
by an Ottawa company. ‘hey are sink- 
ing two shafts. The quartz which they 
find is mixed with copper, gold and 
silver. 

Dr. Eames, mining engineer, is at 
present epening up a new gold mine in 
Frontenac County, seventeen miles 
west of Clarendon Station, He has a 
force of eighty men at work. Iifty of 
them are working on the construction 
of necessary buildings, the balance be- 
ing engaged in actual mining. A furn- 
ace house, 85 x 100 feet, and a stamp 
mill, 80 x 60 feet, are almost completed, 
and a boarding-house, containing twen- 
ty-five rooms, is under way. Dr.Bames 
gays the ore is very rich, haying assay-

Vessel to be Proud

Japan's largest and most formidable 
man-of-war is the Fuji, named after 
the highest mountain in Japan, hav- 
ing a tonnage of 12,649, which figures 
represent the exact height of the 
mountain in feet. 

The Fuji was ordewed from the Arm- 
strong-Whitworth Company, England, 
with her sister ship Yashima, in June, 
1894, two months before the outbreak 
of the ChinaJJapanese war, and ar- 
rived at Yokohama, the central naval 
station of Japan, on October, 81, 1897. 

The Fuii is a first olass battle ship 
with a displacement of 12,049 tons, and 
13,687 horse power, with a _ speed of 
eighteen ond a quarter knots an 
hour. The dimensions are :—Length, 
406 feet 6 inches; breadth, at the broad- 
est part, 73 feet; main draught, 26.3 
feet. Her armament consists of four 
l-inch Armstrong guns, ten 6-inch 
Armstrong quick firing guns, twenty 
8-pound quick fires, four 21-2 pound 
quick fires and five torpedo tubes. 

The Fuji is painted a white gray, 
the color of all Japanese war ships. 
Her funnels are placed fore and aft, 
instead of abreast, and there is only 
one top for guns to each of the masts. 
These masts are fitied with an am- 
munition hoist, which runs inside. She 
has on board Captain Minra, Comman- 
der Saito, and a orew of about three 
hundred and fifty officers and blue- 
jackets. 

She is the biggest war vessel ever 
possessed by Japan,—indeed, the larg- 
est which ever passed through the 
Suez Canal. This monster represent- 
ed the Japanese navy at the naval re- 
view at Spithead during the Queen’s 
jubilee.

He 
was a great friend of Nelson, and on 
leaving Corsica was a passenger on 
Nelson's ship, the Minerye, when she 
fell in with the Spanish fleet off Cape 
St. Vincent. After the battle Sir Gil- 
bert accompanied the despatches home 
on board the Lively, bringing with 
him one of the swords surrendered by 
the brave commander of the San Josef 
to Nelson, This sword is one of the 
most prized of the historical treasures 
at Minto Castle, while a pastel of Nel- 
son from life, executed by Schmidt in 
1800, finds a filling resting-place over 


a bureau. By Royal license the first 
Earl of Minto assumed the surnames of 
his mother, Murray-Kynynmound, the

The new tiwo-cent Imperial postage 
stamp is now being issued by the Gov- 
ernment,and will become available for 
immediate use for all postage purposes 
in Canada. In other words, as soon as 
it reaches the public it may, if preferred 
by the purchaser, be used instead of the 
ordinary two-cent stamp. The two- 
cent inter-Imperial rate does nob, of 
course, como into effect until Christmas 
day. ‘The countries, which in addition 
to Canada, have given their adherence 
“to the scheme for reduced inter-imperial 
postage up’ to the present date and to 
which consequontly letters may be sent 
from Canada prepaid at the rate of two 
cents per half ounce are: The United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
British India, Newfoundland, British 
East Africa, Uganda, British Central 
Africa, the Niger Coast Protectorate, 
the Niger Company's Territory, Jamaica 
and the Bahama Islands.

Transmitting Electrical Pow- 
er Without Wires. 


Tesla, the electrical wonder worker, 
now announces that he will transmit 
the power of Niagara Falls to New York 
Without the medium of wires. He hag 


air a conductor of electricity. 

Astounding as may seem the idea of 
transmitting power hundreds and thous- 
ands of miles, Mr, ‘Tesla says that the 
s He claims that 
by this new method distance is as com- 
pletely annihilated as by the telegraph 
wire or cable. -He says power transmis- 
sion without cable is only one step in 
advance of wireless telegraphy, which 
is now an accomplished fact. 

Tesla recently made the following 
statement about this great discovery: 

Tam now working on plans for ter- 
minal stations for transmitting the pow- 
er of Niagara Falls directly to New 
York City, through the air, without 
wires. his is simply one step in ad- 
vance of wireless telegraphy. I worked 
out the principles of that severv] yenrs 
ago. 

I then became convinced that the 
transmission of power could be accom- 
plished in a similar way, I encounter- 
ed a new set of practical difficulties, but 
have succeeded in building machines 
producing high alternating currents that 
can be transmitted through air of a cer- 
tain density, or rather rarefaction, ‘To 
obtain this condition of atmosphere,that 
Virtually becomes a stratum of conduc- 
tion, it is only necessary to attain a ser 
tain elevation, cither by establishing 
plants on high mountain tops or by te 
ing captive balloons, :

The machines are woll enough if you 
intend to wear European clothes, and 
ten years ago the Japanese women 
welcomed the tight, heayy European 
dress with an enthusiasm that threat- 
ened to make the kimono a relic of the 
past. This fad for Western fashions 
is every year losing its hold on the 
feminine mind in Japan, and the wo- 
men are very wisely going back to 
their own simple, comfortable and 
beautiful mode of dress. 

When you want a sewing woman in 
Japan you do not advertise for her or 
look out for a sign on house walls. 
She is found by requesting her address 
of a friend. The briend is sure to 
know of an expert who will come te 


your house with all her utensils and} 


sew from sunrise to sunset for 25c. The 
25c is asked for making cotton dresses, 
while a somewhat higher price is de- 
manded for sewing on silk. Among 
the tools of her profession the seams- 
tress carries a book of fashion plates, 
which is just as explicit in details of 


cut and color combinations as the 
plates published in Paris or New 
York. From an artistic standpoint 


these Japanese fashion plates are far 
ahead of anything one sees even in 
France, just as the designs on their 
cotton crepes are little masterpieces, 
and their dyes are absolutely clear af- 
ter the fabric has been washed and 
worn to rags. 

Contrary to our custom, there is no 

matching of samples in Japan. When 
the seamstress comes she spreads out 
her fashion book to its fullest extent 
and then when a selection is made 
somebody goes off and shops, for cot- 
ton thread, sewing silk and the like, 
and the sewing woman measures her 
employers for gowns by means of & 
queer little rule. 
_ Cutting out goes on on the floor, and 
it takes from one to three days to 
make a gown. One fitting is onty ex- 
acted, and in Japan there are rarely 
any scraps left over. It requires ex- 
actly twelve yards of 18inch wide 
goods to make a lady a complete suit, 
so with exquisite thrift the manufac- 
turer of fabrics cuts his cloth into 
dress patterns to just that amount, 
and by using straight lengths every 
dressmaker contrives not to waste an 
inch. 

This sensible arrangement, of course, 
would be impossible, if, as with us, the 
cut of garments varied every season. 
In Japan no such fickle‘and foolish ex- 
travagance is countenanced. The shape 
of women’s garments scarcely varies 
by a hair’s breadth from year to year, 
but the patterns used in decorating 
cotton and silk goods changes with 
nearly every bolt. After a few dress 
lengths have been printed off in the 
factory, a new design is made, a new 
combination of colors brought about, 
and in consequence of her spring and 
fall dressmaking any woman has act- 
ually hundreds of exquisite designs to 
choose from without the least fear of 
wearing the same pattern as that chos- 
en by a dozen other feminine friends. 

The same rule holds good with re- 
gard to the embroidered silks and 
crepes, and, moreover, there is un op- 
portunity to display a deal of good 
taste and knowledge of etiquette in 
your choice of a pattern. Designs in 
Japan are made and especially ap- 
proved for the sole benefit of young 
and unmarried women, and by no 
means do they assume to appear in 
cottons or silks decorated for young 
married women or for elderly ladies. 

So subtle aré these distinctions in 
patterns that foreigners rarely or 
neve learn all the ramifications of 
this branch of etiquette in dress, but 
the * fact is, nevertheless, that actors 
don’t presume to adopt the same pat- 
tern as lay folk. The Geisha girls 
adopt especially ornamented fabrics os 
their own. As nearly as it is possi- 
ble to define the differences, it can 
be safely assumed that very young 
ladies don’t pretend to wear atripes 
and dots. Gay flower patterns are 
made for their use, while on the actor's 
robes appear whole scenes, animals, 
tableaux and landscapes. The Gei- 
sha wear flowered dresses, too, but the 
distribution and colors of the blooms 
are quite different from the same 
Blossoms on a young lady’s gown. Eld- 
erly persons generally affect solid col- 
ors, unrelieved by printed or embroid- 
ered frivolities, and in Japan the most 
important factor in good dressmaking 
is the stitching. 

The little seamstress, who curls up 
comfortably on the floor in the midst 
of her work, is just as faithful a dis- 
seminator of gossip as her Canadian 
prototype, her needle is an unusually 
long steel affair, with a round eye in 
the end, and her stitches are not so 
varied as ours. Shoe does not fill, 
backstitch, or overhand. Beoause of 
the exceeding looseness of the femin- 
iné garments in Japan, close, strong 
stitching is not necessary, for no

Something About the Ladybug and 
the Dragon Vly. 

So commonplace an insect as tho little 
ladybird or, as it is often called, the lady- 
bug is something to oxcite your internst. 
It is constantly secon upon flowers and is 
known by naturalists as coccinella, It is 
a tiny creature with a hard body like a 
sholl, which is of a deep orange color, with 
black or red spots or a sprinkling of 
brown, By lookiag under a rose leaf you 
will often seo a cluster of little amber col- 
ored balls. They aro ladybirds’ eggs and in 
timo will be developed into a flat six foot 
ed worm of grayish color marked with yel- 
low. As soon as these worms aro hatched 
out they begin to look about for the aph 
ides, which are tiny green creatures to be 
found on any neglected rosebush. The 
worms eat them with great avidity, after 
which they attach themsclyes to some soli 
tary leaf, where they remain without food 
until they are changed into ladybirds. 

Bosides furnishing food for the develop- 
ment of the ladybird, the aphides serve 
another purpose in the economy of nature 
They aro called the ants’ cows. When the 
ants stroke them with thoir feelers, they 
exude a pale, sweet, green substance not 
unlike honey, which the ants deyour. The 
aphides are lazy and noyer roam from the 
leayes upon which they haye commenced 
thoir life, 

Four times in 12 days they cfiango their 
coverings before they reach maturity, and 
then they begin with their family cares 
Some 20 are produced by their parents 
daily, and were it not that the ladj*ird 
worms deyour them in such quantities 
they would soon overrun and kill, the 
plants. 4 

Another Interesting insect isthe dragon 
fly, with its wings of transparent iri 
descent gauze. It, too, must pass through 
a process of transformation before its per 
fection is reached. At first it is only a 
greenish gray grub, which lives in the 
mud on the margin of the stream ‘The 
grub crawls from the mud and attaches 
itself to a reed with its claws. In a little 
time its eyes beconie very brilliant, the 
back opens, a head appears, then the body 
and finally the wings, which are closely 
folded, and very soon the dragon fly will 
bo able to fly. Dragon flies live upon other 
insects, and when they are numerous the 
mosquitoes are said to disappear Some 
of them are yery beautiful. The wings of 
some are golden green, of others slate blue 
and still others have black and blue spots 
upon the extremities. 


Debut of a Maroon Girl. 

In the ‘good old days now gone by,” a 
Maroon might have as many wives as he 
pleased, but few had more than two on 
account of the expense, foron making a 
present to one wife the husband was 
obliged to bestow a gift of equal value on 
each of the others.

and a gonuine suffering is inflicted by the 
Assurance that you could not if you would 
leave 4 comfortable library for the doubt- 
ful pleasures of the town. 

Thore was, thon, a definite hardship im- 
posed upon those who sojourned in the 
Bastillo—a restricted movement, an oml- 
nous cortainty inaction, for which not 
even tho best soclety and the oldest wino 
could wholly atone. But apart from tho 
necessary restriction a stay in the famous 
prison of is was little more than an 
agreeable diversion, It seemed indeed as 
though the king were on his mettle, His 
greatest anxloty was for the comfort of 
“ny prisoners,"’ as ho curiously styles 
them, Again and again’ you will find 
notes, signed by the royal hand, insisting 
that the tastes of tho gentlemen whose 
liberty was for awhilo curtailed should be 
gratified without stint or complaint. 

In tho first placo, not every one was free 
of the Bastille. The crimes punished by 
imprisonment in this .august dungeon 
wore not, in the golden age at least, the 
common crimes of robbory and murder, 
No man was deserying a lettre de cachet 
who had not proyed a danger to the state 
or who had not superfluously insulted tho 
monarch of his court. It was indeed a 
form of ostracism, this remoyal for awhile 
from the dangers and anxieties of common 
life, and honor dictated that the yictims 
of a courtly systom should be well fed and 
kindly treated. Richelicu, to whom 
France owes, among other dignities, her 
famous academy, first devoted the Bastille 
to the reception of inconvenient opponents, 
and from the reign of Louis XIII the cele- 
brated fortress became tho luxurious pris- 
on of a powerful aristocracy. 

When Bassdmpierre passed “aéross the 
draw bridgo in 1631, he complains that he 


was permitted no other attendants than 
two yalets and a cook, and henceforth no 
rich noble need depend for his comfort 
either upon his own oxertion or tho faulty 
attention of unwilling jailers. Money 
could buy within all the luxury that it 
bought without, and should a poor man 
stray within the impenctrable walls tho 
king was so eager to proye his hospitality 
that ho instantly allowed him a reasonable 
pension. 

.Not a few prisoners were able to feed 
and clothe themselves like gentlemen and 
then to save a comfortable sum out of the 
money allowed them by their sovereign. 
The rooms in which they were confined 
wero lofty and well aired. The furniture 
was arranged according to tho taste of the 
occupant—Mmme. de Stael, for instance, 
hung her walls with rich tapestries, and 
many a distinguished culprit carried with 
him to the Faubourg St. Antoine his fam- 
ily portraits or a sumptuous library. Nor 
is it least significant that the prison bar- 
ber yisited his clients every morning with 
a silver basin, perfumed soap and em- 
broidered towel. 

But it was the kitchen that was the 
peculiar glory of the place. The best res- 
taurant in Paris could hardly supply such 
dinners as were lavished upon the cap- 
tives, whom the popular imagination load- 
ed with irons and surrendered to ravening 
rats in dark cells. One instance out of 
many is enough. 

Soon after Marmontel arrived jn the 
dungeon, accompanied by his servants, he 
was disturbed by the drawing of bolts and 
the turning of keys. ‘wo jailers, silent 
and discrect, entered to serve the dinner, 
The plates were of common crockery, and 
tho linen, though white, was coarse and 
rough. Nor was the cutlery such as bo- 
came an eminent man of letters. The 
food, however, was excellent, though it 
was Friday, and meat was piously with- 
held. 

A soup of whito beans, with the freshest 
butter, was followed bya dish of the same 
beans perfectly cooked. Then came a cod- 
fish exquisitely seasoned with garlic, so 
fine in taste and odor, says the captive, 
that it would haye flattered the palate of 
tho greediest Gascon. ‘The wine was not 
of tho best, but it was passable, and tho 
absence of dessert seemed tho one and only 
fault. At any rate, Marmontcl seemed in 
good spirits and reflected that after all 
prison fare was not despicable. 

But no sooner was the repast finished 
than again tho bolts were drawn, and tho 
two jailers entered again, this timo carry- 
ing a pyramid of plates, At tho sight of 
the fine porcelain, tho delicate Hnen, the 
silver knives and forks, Marmontel recog: 
nized his mistake. He had eaten his 
lackey’s dinner, and there was nothing to 
bo dono but for the lackey to take his re- 
yengo upon what was prepared for his 
master. And it was a feast that might bo 
served at a London club or at the high 
tablo of o learned foundation.

Gree cattle have for many years sought 
to produce animals of the highest types 
of beef conformation, and a feeder of 
cattle will make no mistake when he 
purchases for his feed lots, the blood of 
the most popular strains.

The plant should be covered with 
Some coarse material just before the 
severest weather comes on in the fall, 
say the latter part of November. It 
may be applied before the ground 
freezes or after it is frozen solid. If 
covered before, the mulch should be 
dropped off at the ends of the rows 
and carried onto the bed with forks. 
After the ground is frozen, you can 
drive anywhere, depositing the ma- 
terial where most convenient to spread. 
The entire surface should be covered 
just deep enough to entirely hide the 
plant. When applied the straw will 
be about three inches deep. Rains 
and snow will cause it to pack down 
to an Inch. Strawberries will not 
smother, no matter how deep the covy- 
ering, if it is not applied too early in 
the fall or left on too late in the 
Spring. Remove the covering and put 
it in the paths between the rows about 
May 1, or as soon as growth starts. 
Just before the berries begin to ripen, 
go through the fields and pull all 
weeds and place the straw carefully 
about the plants so as to cover all the 
surface not occupied by the plants.

cellar, A small room may be parti- 


tioned off for a few colonies of bees 
in almost any good cellar, and kept in 
food condition all winter. The time 
to put bees in the cellar is just at 
the beginning of cold weather or when 
winter setsin in earnest. They should 
not be taken to the cellar earlier than 
this. 

The apartment where bees are kept 
in the cellar must be kept in absolute 
darkness at oll times, and no artifi- 
cial heat of any kind used. ‘The hives 
may be stacked up one above another 
by first making a bench out of 2x4 
seuntling, placing the scantling about 
fourteen inches apart, set up on legs 
ten or twelve inches high. Set the 
hives on this by leaving the bottom 
boards off the hives and placing them 
eight inches upart, The next row 
above these set the hives directly over 
the space between the lower tier of | 
hives, and so on up-as high as conyen- 
lent. In this munner the bottom of 
the hives being open, and the space be- 
tween the hives just beneath, allows 
all dead bees and filth that accumu- 
late to drop down and entirely out of 
the way. This also gives the proper 
ion, and at the same time the 
lids being left on the hives, the bees 
are kept separate and will not leave 
their hives far enough to become mix- 
ed up. They are thus easily kept 
clean, as the accumulations of each 


hive drop down on the lid of the hive |

STONES. 
Those who farm land that is*thickly 
spotted with stumps dnd _ stones 


should know the value of dynamite in 
clearing the ground of these obstruc- 
tions. In the hands of one who is 
long auger that will make a one and 
one-half inch hole. Bore well under 
the center of stump, 
stick of dynamite and cut it in two 
in the middle, place a cap on end of 
fuse and tightén with nippers, make 
a hole in the center of stick of dyna- 
mite and place cap end of fuse in 
same end. Be sure to make fast so 
it will not slip out. Cut fuse so it 
will come out of hole about six or 
eight inches above ground. With a 
broom handle force the dynamite to 
the bottom of hole and tamp with 
fine dirt until hole is full and solid. 
Then light the fuse and step out of 
the way a sufficient distance for safe- 
ty and “‘let her go.” 

Blow out stone in the same manner. 
Should the stone be too large to han- 
dle place a small stick of dynamite on 
top and cover with dirt and let her go,

This examination was held in the 
County Model School, Madoc, on Dec 
Sth, 6th, 7th, 8thand 9th, On the Sth 
and 6th, the Examination was a writ- 
ton examination on papers set by the 
Education Department on the Science 
of Edueation, School Management, 
Methods in Mathomatics, Methods in 
English, School Law and Regulations, 
and School Hygiene. On the following 
days the students-in-training were ex- 
amined in Practical Teaching and in 
Black-board Work. Since that time 
the Board have been engaged in read- 
ing and valuing the answers. 

There were 84 students in training, 
and, in addition, 21 teachers wrote at 
the written examination for a renewal 
of their professional certificates. 

The written answers gave indications 
of very careful training and preparation. 
The actual teaching of the students was 
of an average character. The Board 
would be pleased to see a decided im- 
provement in this most important of all 
subjects.

Goose Pie—Bone a nice goose and 
nice forcement, or evenly delicately sea- 
soned sausage meat, and put it into 
the goose, then lay these in a raised

Because of its 
heathen origin itis not used often in 
church decorations, a fact which is re- 
ferred to by Washington Irving in his 
“Bracebridge Hall,” where hehas the 
learned parson rebuke the unlearned 
clerk for this very thing. 

In Germany and Scandinavia the 
holly or holy tree is called Christ's 
thorn, because it puts forth its berries 
at Christmas time, and therefore is 
especially fitted for church decora- 
tions. With its glossy, dark leaves 
and bright, red berries, it is an attrac. 
tive decoration for the house. 

The Jews used to decorate at their 
feast of tabernacles with evergreens 
and flowers. 
_The laurel was used at the earliest 
tims of tho Roman; asa deco-ation for 
all joyful occasions and is significant 
of peace and victory. 

In some places it is customary to 
throw branches of laurelon the Chris- 
mas fire and watch for omens while 
the leaves curl and crackle in the heat 
and flame, 

The evergreen tree is a symbol used 
a8 the rival of nature, which, astro- 
nomically, signifies the return of the 
Sun. Hung with lights and offerings, 
the tree has for centuries been one of 
the Principle characteristic of Christ-

Chocolate Macaroons.—Shred finely 
1-2 lb. sweet almonds and mix theny 
with 1-2 Ib. powdered vanilla chocolate, 
and work into this ths stiffly whipped 
whites of three or four eggs; shape 
them into little round cakes on a 
buttered tin, set a blanched and haly~ 
ed almond or pistachio on each, and 
bake in a moderate oven. 

Holstein Christmas Cake—Warm 
and sift 2 lb, of fine flour, and pile it 
on a pastry board, making a hollow in 
the centre with your knuckles, and in- 
to this pour 11-2 oz. of German yeast 
dissolved in a little milk, and three 
eggs whisked up with a little tepid 
milk, the finely-grated rind of half a 
lemon, 3 oz. of caster sugar, a short 
quarter-spoonful of salt, a little pow- 
dered cardamums, and ginger; work 
this all well togethér, and when it is 
thoroughly mixed work into it gradu- 
ally 1 lb. of fresh butter cut up into 
pieces, and, lastly, 4 oz, each of well 
washed and dried currants and stoned 
raisins; knead it all well together, 
beating it with the hands till it rises 
in bubbles, then let it rise again in 
a warm place, when you roll it up in- 
to a thick cake; let it rise once more, 
then cover it over with tiny dabs of 
butter, dust it with sugar and cinna- 
mon, and bake in a good hot oven. 


Royal Cabinet Pudding.—Take a day- 
old loaf of brioche paste, and slice it, 
half an inch thick, horizontally, spread- 
ing each slice with a little sieved apri- 
cot ham, and with a 2inch or a 21-2 
inch cutter, stamp the centre out of 
all but two of the slices; now put it 
back into shape, with one of the whole 
slices at the bottom in a well-butter- 
ed mould, and fill the hole in the cen- 
tre with a mixture of well-drained pre- 
serve fruit, such as pineapple, apricois, 
dried cherries or stoned raisins, and 
shred almonds, then pour over it all 
a custard made with one pint new milk, 
four eggs, and 2 ounces or three ounces 
of caster sugar; let this soak well in- 
to the cake, and when the liquid is al- 
most all absorbed, cover it all with 


the second whole slice, which should 
also have been lightly soaked in some 
of the custard kept back for the pur- 
pose. Place the mould in a tin of hot 
waterand poach foran hour inaslow 
oven. Let it stand for ao little after

PASSING OF THE SLOP BARREL 

No doubt there are many farmers’ 
wives who would be glad to have tho 
barrel not only passing but gone, and 
with It the unpleasant smell that too 
often belongs to {t, also the swarms 
of files that are always about it in 
tho summer season. We have had the 
usual slop barrel oxporience that be- 
longs to the farmer who grows hogs 
and tries to make tho best out of them, 
writes John M. Jamison. We have 
worked with slop in buckets'and in 
barrels, both stationary and on wheels 
and in tubs put down in sawdust to 
protect them against winter freezing. 


Wo remember paying $10 for a barrel 
cart, that wo used for a time, and that 


is now stored ina shed loft. Now we 
seo wagons sold at sales at that price 
that are fairly good. Woe have gradu- 
ally come to the conclusion that there 
is n groat deal of muscle and time 
wasted on the pig in the way of slop 
preparation. We have seen slop bar- 
rels of all sorts—except clean ones; 
have seen them buried full length in 
the ground and part of their length, 
as suited the fanoy of the owner. We 
have seen them not far from the kit- 
ehen door or near the pig pen, as seem- 
ed most convenient to the owner. The 
meanest ones we ever saw as regards 
contents were hauled from the back 
yard of a noted hotel to the neighbor- 
ing fair ground that their contents 
might be fed to hogs on exhibition. 
Worms were making a strong effort 
to consume their contents. Had we 
known how or thought it possible, 
from that day we would have eliminat-

This is the way we used to think about 
it but for two years or more past we 
have thought differently, Our studies 
as tothe needs of the pig to make him 
thrive best, ond our aversion to the 
work that comes in when manipulating 
the slop barrel and buckets, caused us 
to discard the barrels, and we have had 
Do oceasion to return to them. For 
two or three winters we placed a tub 
or barrel in sawdust to keep from feed- 
ing the hugs frozen slop.  Notwith- 
standing reasonable care in the mat- 
ter we think the piga seldom had their 
slop at the same temperature three 
feeds in succession. Sometimes it 


would be too warm and again too cool 
but never frozen. It must be remem- 
bered that the pig must eat without 
asking questions or discard his ration 
altogether. He cannot temper it to his 
liking as the owner can jis soup. The 
most practical argument in favor of 
slop is that the pig relishes dampencd 
food more than dry. It is very doubt- 
ful whether the soaking in water ren- 
ders it more digestible. In the great 
corn belt we do not believe any farmer 
ean afford to grind corn to make slop. 
Granting this we are brought to the

MODERATE APPLICATION OF 
P MANURES. 

A very common mistake in applying 
farmyard manure is to give a small 
part of the farm a very heavy coating 
and leave the remainder without any. 
There are several good reasons why 
such a practice should not be followed. 
If the manure has been properly cared 
for there is no need of such heavy ap- 
plications to supply sufficient plant 
food for the crops, and when heavy 
manuring 1s practiced a large part of 
the farm is neglected while a small 
part receives. much more than it re- 
quires. The practice is similar to 
starving the greater number of a herd 
of cattle and giving the few remaining 
animals far more than they can eat, 
Very heavy manuring is wasteful—On 
tario experiment station. It fs fre- 
quently claimed that if the first crop 
does not require the plant food applied, 
the next crop wilt be all the better off. 

It is true that the heavier the appli- 
cation the greater the residue left 
over for succeeding crops, but it does 
not follow that there is no waste of 
Plant food under heavy manuring.

at regular intervals, evaporation will 
be prevented and the moisture largely 
retained. Plow deeply in spring as 
soon as possible, then stir thereafter 
with spring tooth harrows, smoothing 
harrows, clad crushers or any inple- 
ment which is adapted to the peculiar 
soil. In the loose soils, shallow cul- 
tivation Is preferred, while in those 
that are heavier, deeper stirring is ad- 
visable. Weeds should never be al- 
lowed to become established. Stir the 
whole surface of the orchard thorough- 
ly about three inches deep every two 
weeks. The drier the season the of- 
tener stirring should take place. Plow- 
ing for the first two years will tend 
to send the roots deeper, where they 
will escape injury in time of drouth. 
The whole surface of the orchard should 
be tilled. A careful man can plow 
within two feet of the trees and not 
injure them, 

If catch crops are frown in the or- 
chards, plow them under early, so that 
they will decay as quickly as possible, 
The chief value of these crops is for 
fall and winter protection and not 
spring growth, Old orchard trees stop 
growing before midsummer, Vigorous 
| tillage from then on cease so that new 
growth will ripen sufficiently to with- 
stand cold weather. Fall plowing can- 
not be recommended for clay soils, ag 
these Will puddle and become hard and 


stiff, Hoed crops can be grown to ad- 
vantage in young orchards, but even 
these should not be planted close to 
the trees, and the distances should be- 
come greater every year. After six 
or eight years all vigorous cropping 
should cease.

FOUND IN EGYPT. 


The Oldest Known Monuscript of the New 
Testament. 


The oldest New Testament manu- 


script has at last been discovered, says 
the London Daily Mail. 

The museums of Europe already con- 
tain many examples of Bible manu- 
scripts, dating as far‘back as the fifth 
or perhaps the fourth cantury. 

Some of the most notable of these 
are in the British Museum\ and in the 
national museums at Paris, Omemand 
St. Peétersburg. : 

It has now remained for two English 
explorers, Messrs. Grenfell and Hunt, 
to unearth from the drifting sands 
of the Lybian Desert, about 120 miles 
south of Cairo, an original New Testa- 
ment manuscript written upon a sheet 
of papyrus, as far back as the third 
century. 

This sheet of papyrus, which is now 
in England, antedates any other New 
Testament manuscript known to exist 
by at least one hundred years. It con- 
stitutes part of the Gospel of St. Mat- 
thew. ! 

The finding of this papyrus has al- 
ready taken rank among theologians 
as one of the most remarkable discov- 


eries of the nineteenth century. 
Messrs. Grenfell and Hunt are the 
gentlemen who found the Lolia, or 


Sayings of Christ, which so astonished 
the civilized world, when published 
eighteen months ago. 

One or two days after the celebrated 
Logia was found by these gentlemen, 
THEY UNEXPECTEDLY CAME UPON 
the Gospel of St, Matthew, which has 
only now been given to the world in 
part one of “The Oxyrhynchus Papyri.”’ 

The papyrus found by Messrs. Gren- 
fell and Hunt evidently once formed 
| part of a sheet from a papyrus book. 
This had originally been folded to make 
two leaves, but of one of these only a 
small portion is left, containing on the 
recto the beginnings of three lines 
wrilten in good-sized uncials. 

The second leaf is tolerably complete, 
and is written on both sides in a 
smaller and probably different uncial 
hand. This leaf it is that contains 
verses 1-9, 12, and 14- of the first 
chapter of St. Matthew's Gospel. 

Though the writing is somewhat 
later in style than that of the Logia, 
there Is no likelihood of its being sub- 
sequent to the beginning of the fourth 
century, and it may with greater 
probability be assigned to the third. 

It may thus claim to be a fragment

verse the Atlantio to Canada, 
it would connect with the transatlan- 
tic lines, Such a system would consti- 
tute a base for connecting every one 
of the British possesions and coaling 
stations, Gibraltar and Malta, excepted, 
by the 

MOST PERFECT MEANS 
of conveying intelligence at the dis- 
posal of the Government. 

The cable from Vancouver would first 
find a mid-ocean station at Fanning 
Island, a second at the Fiji Islands, 
a third at Norfolk Island; at Norfolk 
Island it would bifureate, one branch 
extending to New Zealand, the other 
to the eastern coast of Australia, 
From King George's Sound or some 
other point in western Australia the 
cable would extend to Cocos Island, 
thence to Mauritius and thence to 
Natal and Cape Town, as might be 
found expedient. Cocos would become 
an important telegraphic centre, and 
it would be a convenient point for con- 
necting ngapore by a branch cable 
Singapore is already in connection with 
Hong Kong by an all-British cable via 
Labuan, and the Government can take 
possession by giving a twelve months’ 
notice to the Eastern Extension Com- 
pany. India could be reached by a 
branch from Cocos to Colombo or Trin- 
comalee in Ceylon. At Mauritius a con- 
biéebicdwoutd be formed with the ex- 
isting cable at Seychelles, Aden and 
Bombay, J 

In order to avoid the shallow seas 
along the west coasts of Africa, Spain, 
Portugal and France, it is proposed 
that a cable should extend from Cape 
Town to Bermuda, touching at St. He- 
lena, Ascension and Barbados, as mid- 
ocean stations. At Bermuda a connec- 
tion would be formed with the exist- 
ing cable to Halifax, and at that point 
with the Canadian and transatlantic 
lines. y , 

Sir Sanford Fleming estimates the 
distances each group of cables would 
cover as follows:—Pacific Ocean, 7,150} 
knots; Indian Ocean, 9,100 knots; At- 
lantic Ocean, 6,600 knots; total, 22,850 
knots. He estimates the cost at be- 
5,000,009 and £6,000,000. He fur- 
ays :—‘I have long advocated the 
first di on of the proposal—the es- 
tablishment of a cable from Canada to 
Australasia—as a State work. I have 
felt that it would be the forerunner of 
an all-British telegraph system em- 
bracing the whole empire. As a State 
undertaking I am satisfied that the 
Pacific cable would be a complete com- 
mercial success, and that, so soon as 
it so proved, the cable extension to 
South Africa and India would follow. 
‘ . That a State-owned Pacific ca- 
ble ‘is the key to the situation, Tam 
firmly convinced, Exhaustive examin- 
ations have proved its practicability.

They started aorthward in seas where 
the current ran toward the south. As 
the vessel advanced in a northerly di- 
rection it was consequently meeting 
drift ice, which, instead of assisting 
it, barred its progress. If the explorers 
adyanced on sledges over the ice floe. 
they became exliausted by useless oef- 
forts, for the slow current gradually 
droye to the south the floe on which 
they thought they were advancing. In 
the case of those expeditions which 
were exceptions to this rule unforeseen 
circumstances interfered with their 
success. This was the experience of 
both the Jeannette and the Kram, and 
Capt. De Long, was perfectly justified, 
according to Bernier, in saying that 
if his yessel had resisted the pressure 
of the ice he would have passed over 
the pole ar in its immediate vicinity.
